i quail will open next Monday and con- 
| tlnue for 20 days, closing on D e c e m b e r 
5. Almost every local sportsm an who 
has enjoyed the hunt of the cotton tail 
is preparing to spend a few of the 2*1 j 
allotted days in the wiUls. and seyeral 
will take the first opportunity. Should 
the present fine w eather continue dur­ 
ing the hunting days, it is expected 
that the woods will he frequented by 
an unusually large number. 
It is said 
that rabbits are plentiful this season, 
and th at there are several quaii in 
this section. 
| 
Each year there Is some question j 
in the minds of local nlm rods concern­ 
ing the opening and close of the sea­ 
son, and many queries are always re 
‘ ceived In regard to the days stipulated 
for such. The revised statutes of Ohio 
make It unlawful “to catch, kill, In­ 
jure or pursue with such intent any 
Virginia partridge 
or quail, except 
from the 15th of November to the bth 
day of December.” According to a de­ 
cision of the supreme court handed 
down February 11, 1908, in computing 
the time of duration of the “open sea­ 
son” therein provided for, the 
first 
named day (November 15) should be 
excluded and 
the 
last named day 
(December 5) should he Included, mak­ 
ing the period of such open season 20 
days. 
F errets may 
be 
used only when 
rabbits become a pest. 
Don't hunt with a ferret. 
Section 
27 of the state game law s tells when 
and how rabbits may he hunted: 
“No person shall catch, kill, Injure 
or pursue with such intent, a rabbit 
with the aid of or by the use of a gun, 
except from the 15th of November to 
the 5th day of December, both inclu­ 
sive; but nothing in this section snail 
prohibit the killing of rabbits in any 
m anner or at any time, except Sunday, 
by the owner, manager or tenant of 
premises, o r by a bona fide employe or 
such owner, manager or tenant when 
they are found Injuring grain, berries, 
fruit, vegetables, trees or shrubbery. 
No ferret shall be used in catching or 
hunting rabbits except by the owner 
or lessee of lands or a bona fide em ­ 
ploye of such owner or lessee, and 
when they are destroying or Injuring 
trees,
